President-elect Hoover, according to authentic re- 
port, has decided to create a special commission for 
the investigation of conditions under prohibition. It, 
is understood that the field of inquiry will be wide. | 

This decision of the President-elect follows the pro- | 
test of Secretary Mellon against additional appropria- | 
| tions for the enforcement of prohibition until a sur- 
/vey has been made to discover how more money can 
| be used to good effect. The Secretary says more) 
monéy for enforcement would mean more prohibition 
agents and more arrests, without sufficient court re-+ 
sources to dispose of the new cases. The dockets of | 
the Federal courts are now choked with cases await- 
‘ing trial. In short, the Seeretary does not want quan- | 
‘tity. production of Volstead act violators without an 
| equal quantity production hy the machinery of the 
‘courts. 

It is an unhappy situation. The courts are over- 
‘loaded now with offenders under the Volstead act, 
and the. Secretary might have added that jail room 
_is exhausted. So Mr. Hoover comes to the rescue 
with a plan for a new investigation. 

The tentative scope of the inquiry will include en- 
forcement conditions and the Volstead law itself, to 
discover whether abuses of enforcement afe inherent 
in the act: whether disrespect for and disobedience 
of the prohibition laws are influencing the people to 
disregard other laws, and whether additional court 
machinery is required to relieve existing congestion 
|in the Federa} courts. 
| The fact that Mr. Hoover recognizes the necessity 
-of a thorough investigation of prohibition conditions | 
‘indicates clearly his opinion that conditions are bad. | 
Whether they can be improved is a question. When | 
| laws of the prohibition kind, invading the rights and | 
_restricting the liberties of citizens, are so widely and | 
-numerously violated, it is doubtful whether any SO- | 
| lution short of repeal or amendment can be found for | 
the evils arising from the attempt to enforce them. | 
These evils include not only wholesale violation of | 
law but wholesale violation of fundamental rights | 
-and widespread official corruption. How are these 
to be avoided. More drastic Taws of the same kind 
_will inevitably mean worse conditions. 
| Weare inclined to think that Mr. Hoover and his. 
commission will discover, if he does not now realize | 

it, that the cause of the evils of prohibition is prohi- | 
| bition itself, and that they cannot be eradicated with- 
out amending or YTepealing both the eighteenth 
amendment amd the Volstead act.

State over the disposition of good roads funds has 
been renewed in the State Legislature. As in 1921, 
when the representatives of the counties which pay | 
little to the road funds wanted to hog the greater | 
part of the first good roads bond money for local. 
roads at a sacrifice of plans for the State highway 
system, so now they want to force the State High- | 
way Commission to devote half of the $75,000,000 
bond issue té county roads. 

Every citizen agrees that an ample amount. 
of good roads money should be applied to farm-. 
to-market roads. But on the other hand, all citi-' 
zens who have an intelligent view of the needs of the 
State place the construction of an adequate.highway 
system first in road plans. The State highway sys-| 
tem is the essential foundation of adequate good | 
roads. It serves the whole State and is the outlet for 
the county roads to every market center in every part | 
of the State. 7 | 

The worst feature of the fight to carry out the’ 
plans of the Representatives who want to hog the. 
road funds for local roads is that it would place. 
such restrictions upon the State Highway Commis- 
sion as practically to deprive it of discretionary 
powers in the disposition of road money. The com- 
mission would be bound by law to a rigid plan in the 
application of road funds. 

The folly of this method in dealing with road con- 
struction is manifest to every intelligent citizen. It 
is absurd and *wholly unbusinesslike to have a capa- | 
ble good roads commission. with a competent en- 
gineer, and then tie its hands in the disposal of the 
funds for constructing good roads. It might be 
forced under the restrictions to vote the money to 
roads that least need it, and leave the State highway 
system incomplete. ‘ | 

In the plans of the State Highway Commis- 
sion the subordinate local roads are well provided 
for, but, of the principal object is the. 
necessary extension, improvement and completion of 
the State highways, which serve the whole peo 
to the State. We. 
do not believe that the majority of the Legislature 
will be misled by the obstructionists to defeat sound 
plans in road construction.

BITTER POLITICAL ANTAGONISMSsS. 
From the Nation. 
NEW dictatorship has arisen in Europe. 
Ake Alexander of Jugo-Siavia has dis- 
solved the Sguptchina, abolished the 
Constitution and assumed supreme power 
over the destinies of the unhappy and dis- 
united kingdom of the Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes. The step was logical and not 
wholly unexpected, although it was un- 
doubtedly more drastic than any which had 
been anticipated It followed a period of 
desperate political deadlock. and bitter, ir- 
reconcilable antagonisms. From the day 
that Jugo-Slavia was pieced together by 
the Allies at Paris, its three principal parts 
have been sorely at odds, the Siovenes and 
Croats conttending far autonomy, while the 
: have sought to bring the whele coun- 
try under a rigid. centralized government at 
Belgrade. The fight for independence has 
been carried on under leadership of 
Croatian Peasant party. whose chief, 
Radich, was mortally wounded in 
Parliament last June. Since that day 
a state bordering on civil war has existed 
in Jugo-Slavia. The Croat Deputies and 
leaders retired to Zagreb. vowing never to 
foot in Belgrade until a new Consti- 
tution and new elections should give them 
their rights. Early last December riots be- 
tween Croats and Serbs took.place in Za- 
s A week or so later the Zagreb Dis- 
trict Council refused to seat the new Pre- 
feet and Commander sent from Beigrade, 
both iron-fisted military men of known hos- 
tilitv to Croatian aspirations. The Govern- 
ment reeponded with a threat to dissolve 
the Counci!). Meanwhile rumors began to 
spread of the coming resignation of Pre- 
Cabinet: 
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mier Koroshetz and his umors 
which became a fact when Davidovich, 
leader of the National Democratic party, 


opposed the extreme measures of the Gov- 
ernment against the rebellious Croats. King 
Alexandér promptly accepted Koroshetz's 


resignation,

HE Croatian demand for a changed 
Constitution is being met with a vyen- 
geance. The recent conferences between 


the King and the party chieftains eerved to 
reveal the intransigence of ail factions and 
the hopeless nature of the deadlock. Par- 
iiamentary methods had, for the moment, 
broken down, cing Alexander, in his pic- 
turesque announcement of the dictatorship, 
said: 

I have, therefore. decided hereby to 
decree the Constitution of the kingdom 
of 1921 abolished. The laws of the 
land will remain tn force unless can- 
celed by my royal decree. New laws 
in future will be made by the same 
method. TBe Parliament elected Nov. 
1, 1927, is hereby dismissed. 

This declaration was followed by four 
royal decrees establishing the dictatorship. 
The first declares the King the sole source 
of power and provides for the succession. 
The second prohibits extremist political 
partics, communist, nihilist or chauvinist. 
The third sets up a strict censorship of 
the press. The fourth abolishes local elect- 
tve governments. Thus at one step Jugo- 
Slavia comes under the most compiecte, sys- 
tematic absolutism yet created in Southern 
Europe, What the outcome will be, no one 
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can guess. King Alexander is known as & 
monarch of amiable disposition and demo- 
cratic inclinations. If he is statesman 
enough, it is possible that he may be abie 
to create a state of peace and seif-govern- 
ment through his own power, where bar- 
gaining and intrigue have failed.

It is the eye of the camera. 

Of course, if you want to get a 
good picture, you must have 
enough light, for it is light that 
“turns the trick” and the eye of 
the camera is even worse than a 
human é¢ye, in darkness. 

The lens of the camera is only 
a piece of glass ground so that’ it 
shows a wide view of whatever it 
is pointed at. The glass is pro- 
tected by a shutter which can be 
opened for only a small part of a 
second, and then quickly closed 
again. 

Behind the lens is a plate cov- 
ered with a kind of salt called sil- 
ver bromide. As soon as the light 
touches the silver it is, darkened, 
as Simply as snow flakes are melt- 
ed into water by heat, only much 
more quickly. 

We can see a color or an object 
only because of the tiny, invisible 
light waves it reflects <A table or 
a tree or snow or a person reflects 
these waves according to whether 
it is light or dark. Black doesn't 
reflect them for it is the absence 
of color, but white is the combina- 
tion of all colors, and does send 
out these swift tiny waves. Blue 
and violet rays of light, are short 
waves. The red rays are longer. 

Silver bromide on the plate of 
‘the camera is more _ quickly 
changed and blackened by the 
short blue and violet rays than by 
the red. That is why a red light 
can be used quite safely when 
plates are being ‘‘developed.” 

1\To “develop” a plate it is put in 
a chemical solution whigh washes 
off the silver bromide which has 
been darkened by the light rays re- 
flected by the bright objects seen 
by the lens. The same chemical 
leaves the plate dark, where bright 
light has struck it, and light where 
no waves have come speeding to it 
through the lens during the instant 
the shutter was open. 


So the plate is light, where in 
reality the dark things were and 
dark where the light objects were. 
But when the picture is made, it 
all works out right once more. 

The dark places on the plate 
keep the light which is used to 
print the picture from getting 
through to the paper, and the light 
places on the plate let the new 


bright rays through the glass to 


darken the silver bromide on the 
paper. So the final paper picture 
is opposite in color to that on the 
plate, and looks percisely like what 
the eye Of the camera really saw. 

During the war’a dye was dis- 
covered which would make the 
plate sensitive to the longer red 
waves of light as well as the blue. 
And plates treated with this dye 
take much beter and more careful 
pictures becausé they show all the
